OTTAWA, Jan. 11. — As tho municipal 
election uf the Dominion, which was con- 
cluded lie.ro on Monday evening has more 
than a local bearing, perhaps 1 may par- 
don u brief reference to it. Two candi- 
dates were in tlio held, Aid Erratt, chair- 
mini of the civic finance committee and 
Dr. Valade, a well-to-do Ottawa physician 
and son-in-law of Lieutenant Governor 
Royal of Regtna. Aid. Erratt appealed 
to tlio electors on the ground of his 
civic experience. Dr. Valade advan- 
cing as his sole claim to the honor the 
pluu that it was the turn of a French Can- 
adian to net as chief magistrate. A minor 
reason urged by Dr. Valade in asking for 
tho suffrages ol the citizens was that lie 
had officiated at the births of ti,000 Ot- 
tiiwaites and while this is doubtless a 
strong qualification in an aspirant for the 
mayor's chair, .singular to Bay the matter- 
of-fact citizens of Ottawa ignored it alto- 
gether. Tlio contest was a keen one; the 
national cry imparted into it by Dr. Val- 
ade was taken up by his compatriots and 
tlio result was a stiaight light of English 
against French with the result that Aid. 
Erratt was elected by a majority of 478. 
As a result of the importation of sectional 
cries there will be bitterness existing in 
the Capital for many a long day to come. 
The French Canadians are threatening re- 
prisals on the English speaking popula- 
tion in Quebec, although why more than 
a local feeling should be aroused on this 
matter is a question dillieult to solve. 

The Ottawa mayoralty contest lias a les- 
sonto allolassosof the Dominion, When an 
aspirant to public honors in Canada comes 
forward simply because ho is of French 
or English, .Scotch or Irish extraction, 
then it would appear that he is deserving 
of little sympathy if he sutlers defeat. Can- 
ada wants men to enter public life seeking 
the suffrages of the people on their records 
us Canadians, and not until the adjective 
"Flench," Irish or English is dropped 
and all try to work as citizens of a com- 
mon country, can we hope to build up a 
great and united Canada. Needless to 
say that tlioso who boast of French origin 
Hie invariably the ones who lirst raise the 
national cry. 

THE CHIBFTAIN, 

To-day tho Right Hon. Sir John Mac- 
donald celebrated his 74th birthday. The 
Grand Old Alan was tlio recipient of tele- 
grams of congratulations ami good wishes 
from all parts of Canada. Tim Colonist's 
correspondent saw him this afternoon, 
after council, bright and cheery, and his 
step as elastic as over. The Cbiefta'ii ap- 
pears to be renewing his youth. It is 
positively marvellous, considering his ago 
and the amount of work he gotn through, 
the vitality he possesses. The secret of 
his endurance is undoubtedly in his meth- 
odical habits. Just now carpenters and 
painters have possession of Earnscliffe.uot 
having quite completed the new wing 
which has been added to this 
Mecca of the politicians during tho stini- 
rnerand, parenthetically, 1 may remark that 
the erection of a §l!,O00 addition to Eurns- 
oliffe seems to afford pretty cold comfort 
to the (irits, as it is beginning to dawn 
upon them that the Old Man is going to 
retain power whilo life ruinaitu to him, 
and that he may live long as Canada's 
uncrowned king, thousands of Canadian 
hearts wish to-day. But on ordinary o> 
casions, when there is quietness at his 
home, and .Sir John can get into his office, 
lie is generally seated at his dusk by ten 
o'clock a.m. At eleven o'clock sharp, a 
light breakfast is brought to him, and at 
live o'clock he quits work for the day and 
goes to the drawing-room, where Lady 
Sfacdonald, the genial hostess of Earns- 
clill'o, whose chief aim ill life now appears 
to bo to attend to her bolovod husband 
anil anticipate his every want, will bo 
found ready to dispense tea in beautiful 
little cupa of china-ware, which I surmise 
she secured in Victoria on ono of her trips 
to your fair city. Often a friend or two 
will drop in nt this hour, and if the circle 
bo a small one, and thoro bo no necessity 
to break up the party into two or three 
conversational groups, the visitor in an 
hour or so will be regaled by the Grand 
Old Man with reminiscences of by-gone 
days in Canadian politics, criticisms of 
public men, or shrewd dissertations on 
topics of tlio day, which will linger in 
the listener's momory for many a long 
day. Seated in liis easy chair by the 
bright fireside of tho drawing room at 
Earnscliffe is the time when ono sees tho 
Chieftain at his best. Dut just now his 
daily programme is disorganized. Ten 
o'clock sharp finds him at his ollice in the 
Privy Council instead of at homo and ho 
is busy all morning seeing the scores of 
visitors who are anxious to transact busi- 
ness with him. At 1.30 he crosses the 
Parliament grounds to the Rideau Club 
to take lunch, spends about three-quarters 
of an hour there and then returns to his 
ollice where he continues at his desk un- 
til about f) o'clock. Just at present, how- 
ever, the latter part of ministers' after- 
noons aro being taken up with council 
mooting* preparatory to the ausHiun. In 
company with a brother newspaper niaii 
I met. tho Premier yesterday afternoon 
OB his leaving the council chamber after a 
three hour's steady grind along with his 
colleagues at the estimates for next ses- 
sion. On being naked if thoro was any- 
thing of interest we could communicate to 
the Canadian public the Chieftain replied: 
"No, gentlemen. No news to-day. Wo 
have been busy with the estimates all tho 
afternoon." The Grand Old Man was 
given a peculiar hint that his two inter- 
viewers would not object to appearing in 
the estimates for a nice little sum each. 
Sir John reflected for a moment and then 
with that characteristic smile and smack 
of tho lips said, "It should be sufficient to 
know that you already stand high in our 
estimation." With that ho trotted off to 
his private room to get, his hat and coat 
and start for Earnscliffe. 

British Columbians know perfectly well 
what a penchant Sir John has for jokes, 
and if a record had only been kept of tho 
many good things he has said since his 
entry into public life, they would havo 
tilled a good sized volume, Now and 
again a good quip or quiddity of hiB gets 
into the papers, but one of the lutoBt and 
best is reserved fot the Colonist readers. 
Sir John went to Kingston in September, 
to bu present at the opening of the an- 
nual agricultural exhibition. Among the 
attractions, outside tho usual display of 
fat cattle and hogs, prize poultry, homo 
made bread and agricultural implements, 
was a miscellaneous troupe of jugglers 
and acrobats, performing dogs, otc. Tho 
old man was seated on the grand stand, 
watching tlio performance of soinu fomalo 
bicyclists. Along with liim were leading 
citizens and citiv.aiieHses of Kingston, 
altogether a distinguished company. The 
bicyclists, who wero claiming the atten- 
tion of four Ol live thousand spectators, 



wero dressed in the usual flesh-colored 
tights, but thoro was nothing in thair 
personal appearance to offend tho on- 
looker. Ono of the ladies in Sir John's 
Mltourajftl, however, affected to be greatly 
shocked ut the scantiness of the attire 
worn by the fomalo performers, and inti 
mated to tho G. O. M. that such per 
foruiances ought not to bo allowed at 
agricultural fairs. "Tut, tut, madam," Sir 
John replied, " there is nothing 
wrong in the performance. What 
do people go to agricultural exhi- 
bitions for but to show thoir calves." 
This quick retort caused a hearty laugh 
in the immediate vicinity, but it took the 
lady, whose remark had given tlio occa- 
sion for it, several minutes to grasp the 
joke. Perliaps she was a Scotchwoman. 

THE .SKII. FISHERY. 
1 had an interesting chat to-day with 
Hon. C. II. Tupper, Minister of Marine 
and Fisheries. Mr. Tupper is one of the 
youngest men who lias ever sat in tho 
Privy Council of Camilla, but he's a hust- 
ler. On all sides one hears nothing but 
the warmest encbniums for his manage- 
ment of thu Marino and Fisheries De- 
partment. • Ab Mr. Win. Smith, his dep- 
uty in the Marino Department remarked 
to a friend of mine in his richest Doric : 
"Mon, it's a foino thing to have a lawyer 
for a Meenester. He grasps tho point in 
a minute." My conversation with Mr. 
Tupper was of special interest to your 
Province. His attention was called to 
the success of those B. C. schooners which 
bad embarked in the skil fishing industry 
at Queen Charlotte Island, and ho was 
asked if ho had given the matter his at- 
tention. 

"Yes," replied Mr. Tupper, "I have 
noticed the Buccess which these enterpris- 
ing British Columbians have met with, 
and 1 nm glad of it. As you aro awaie, 
the Government, through its inspector, 
made some enquiry into the existence of 
thu skil fishery and gave to the public as 
a result of that enquiry such information 
which has doubtles led private enterprise 
to embark in the fishery. We intended 
last year to send the Sir James Doug- 
las to lind the exact location of 
the skil banks, but tho steamer was 
required on an urgent mission by thu In- 
dian Department, and wo had no alterna- 
tive but to cancel our arrangements. 
However, 1 am glad that these schooners 
which have gone out at considerable risk, 
have met with such success as to warrant 
them to repeat the venture. The banks 
having been found by 'private enterprise, 
1 do not see now that|thero will bu any 
necessity to send the Douglas out. The 
succoBS of tho British Columbians in this 
fishery has turned the attention of our 
Nova Scotiana thitherward, and a vessel 
is now being fitted out at Halifax to em- 
bark in tho fishery next spring. (Mr. 
Tupper then gave iho the information 
about tho vessel named after him, the C. 
H. Tupper, which 1 telegraphed last night.) 
Continuing the Minister said : "There 
seems to be no doubt that this fish is de- 
licious food, even superior to the cod pro- 
per, and 1 have no doubt that before long 
the skil banks will be crowded with ves- 
sels engaged in the industry." 

"Will it be necessary for you to take 
any steps towards protecting this fishery f" 
Thb Colonist asked. 

"Doubtless the Government will be as 
much interested in protecting the B. C 
fishery as that on the Atlantic coast," ob- 
served Mr. Tupper. "Wo shall see how 
it develops and if the necessity arises you 
may depend upon it the Government will 
not fail to do its duty."

THE FUR SEAL MONOPOLY. 



Governor Swineford's Charges Against 
The Alaska Commercial 
Company. 



Ilow the Natives are Treated— Tlipy lira Little 
Better Than Serfs, and ars Encouraged in 
Vice to Keep Them In Subjection- A Con- 
gressional Committee Should Visit Alaska. 



(Special to The OOLONIST.) 
Washinotok, Jan, 19.— The speaker 
to-day laid before tho house a report from 
Governor Swineford, concerning the 
Alaska commercial company. He Bays ho 
reiterates what he heretofore said about 
tho company. Within tho wido limit 
over which this company operates, he says 
the natives aro little better than mere 
serfs. "In most places," ho says, "they 
are subjected to the double robbery of 
being compelled to part with their furs at 
less than half their value, and in. return 
arc charged two or throo prices for tho 
goods they can only buy at the company's 
stores. Notwithstanding the reply of 
.this company," Bays Governor Swineford, 
"in which tho charges made in 
my annual report against it are so 
positively denied, 1 know, and hero reit- 
erate, every word of those charges, though 
1 know full well that tho investigation 
made by the committee of congress, hold- 
ing its sessions in Washington, and calling 
as witnesses only tlioso who have been 
recipients of the company's favors, is not 
likely to arrive at any just conclusion as 
to their trutTi or falsity. 1 can only say 
that each and every statement 1 hare 
made concerning tho operations of this 
company are susceptible of the clearest 
and most convincing proof ; but tho evi- 
dence will not bo found lying around 
loosu in the cities of Washington and San 
Francisco. It must bo sought for among 
the peoplo who havo suffered." Ho com- 
plains that tho natives aro compelled to 
take little or nothing for skins caught by 
them, from the company, and of this 
little, they receive the greater 
part in goods.. He cites several in- 
stances which came under his notice, 
He also says that tho company encourages 
the natives in tho besotting vice of drunk- 
enness in order to keop thorn in subjec- 
tion. It. hus also, ho says, violated the 
law in allowing the importation of fire- 
arms, and lias driven away from the 
islands every government official who re- 
fused to do its bidding. In conclusion, 
he recommends that the monopoly of the 
Commercial Company bu broken up, and 
if this company again receive the lease of 
tho seal plants, thoir businoss will bo re- 
stricted to tho Seal Islands, and not bo 
allowed to control the wholo country or 
ongago in other businoss. Ho says tho 
only way to have the facts about Alaska 
brought out, ; s by a visit of the congres 
■tonal committee to Alaska, and ho heartily 
endorses this.

London, Jan. 19.— -Tho long-looked for 
news from Henry M. Stanley himself has 
come at last. H is letter to Tippoo Tib 
has removed a great deal of the anxiety 
felt respecting the fate of tho explorer, 
and alsoin a measure dispelled the mystery 
which has so long hung over Eniin Pasha. 
The fact that Stanley's letter states when 
he loft his camp at Bonulya in Upper Aur- 
uwimi, ho would return to Eniin, removes 
the doubt previously existing as to his in- 
tentions when first reported at Bonalya. 
The news which Lieut. Baert brought to 
Stanley Pool has been much discussed by 
members of the English Erain Bey relief 
expedition, and the prevailing opinion 
among them is that as Emill did not comu 
away wit h Stanley at first and was well 
and had plenty of food, tho two African 
heroes had decided that no better oppor- 
tunity could bu afforded for exploring the 
country and removing the many doubts 
respecting its waterways, etc. A fow 
members, however, are inclined to be- 
lieve that Emin gave such information to 
Stanley as led the explorer to believe that 
with the additional force under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Bonny he could capture 
Khartoum, rescue the imprisoned Euro- 
peans theie, and return to the coast, leav- 
ing Eniin at Wadda, one of the equatorial 
provinces, without fear of molestation 
from any formidable foes. 

SIR FRANCIS DE WINTON, 

in an interview to-day, said : There was 
no reason why Stanley should return to 
Emin when the latter did not care to come 
away with him, and was well and had 
plenty of supplies. It was Stanley's mis- 
sion to carry supplies to Emin, and open 
up a line of retreat for him. He was sent 
out to find and rescue Emin. It was no 
part of his duty to engage in offensive 
operations against the Mahdi. Of course, 
if shut up with Emin, he would naturally 
co-operate with that officer in defending 
their position, but if Emin liked living 
alone, refused to return, and insisted on 
continuing his endeavors to retain posses- 
sion of tho equatorial provinces, there 
would bo no other reason for Stanley to 
remain and tight against the invader, as 
intimated in Osman Digna's lettor. On 
the contrary, ho may have been commis- 
sioned by Emin to carry messages to the 
Neamniam tribes and to the' coast, and 
clearly he could best serve Emm's cause 
by so doing, and by completing his oper- 
ations of westward means of communica- 
tion. Such work would be aftor Stanley's 
own heart. I long since pointed out, 
when discussing 

Stanley's departure, 

up the Aurewinii, that after having solved 
his old doubts about the river he would 
in all probability return by the Welle- 
monkna and once for all Bolve tho problem 
whether that stream is a continuation of 
the great Oubangi which joins the Congo 
near its northwestern bend, or whether 
ono or both rivers are in some way con- 
nected with tho Shari and Lake Chad. It 
is of great importance to know whether 
the Shan and Lake Chad are but links in 
tho chain of the great water communica- 
tions extending fiom the sources of the 
Wellemonkna on the Nile watershed to 
tlio junction of tho Oubangi with the 
Congo, and down that river to the Atlan- 
tic. An attempt to explore thoroughly 
the hydrography of tho Lake Chad sys- 
tem would in all probability bring Stanley 
into the region of the upper waters of the 
Bonne, the great eastern branch of tho 
Niger, along which, according to recent 
rumors, he was marching. Emin is un- 
doubtedly as safe now as when Stanley 
loft him, as indicated in the explorer's 
lettor. If ho had been captured, a3 stated 
in Osman Digna's letter, tho latter, who 
is a good enough judge of evidence, 
would have sent most conclusive proof of 
his story — a few lines from Eniin him- 
self, in Eniin's own handwriting. 

THE RESTORATION OF THE JJCWS 

is tho subject of considerable attention 
just now, more especially from those who 
are without than tlioso who are within the 
palo of Judaism. Michael Kannor states 
there aro in Paris two societies, one of 
them the "Sons of Zion," and the other 
tho "Emancipation Society, each having 
for its aim the re-establishment of the 
Hebrew kingdom in Palestine, and that 
similar Semitic clubs exist in Russia, Rou- 
mania, Austria and Germany. Renan 
stated, when in company with Lawrence 
Oliphant he visited Jerusalem, that some 
thought of the restoration of the ancient 
monarchy was the object of his journey.

of re-establishing a religious centre. They 
havo adopted the nationalities of countries 
which have given them homes, and 
merely desire that tdl mankind shall wor- 
ship the same God. In the war of 1870, 
tho German .lews were the most 
German of the Germans, while 
the Alsatian Jows remained strong 
ly French. The Grand Rabbi of 
Paris explains that the societies named by 
M. Kanner are not intended to promote a 
general return to Palestine, but only to 
plant there small agricultural colonies of 
Jews rescued from persecution in Russia 
and elsewhere. The porson to whom 
Kanner addressed himself was a Jewish 
Qnanoier. To tho question : "What 
would you do if tho kingdom of Palestine 
wero constituted anew,? ho replied; "I 
should at onco request my king to ap- 
point mo ambassador at Paris." 

Leading military critics have come to the 
rescuo of Sir Robert Morior in refuting 
the two official reports from Major Von 
Doilies, Gorman attaoho at Madrid, to his 
government and recently published in the 
Cologne Gazette. The lirst of these re- 
ports is dated Madrid, April, 1880, and 
gives what purports to bo the words of 
Marshal Bazaine, »s follows ; "I knew 
nothing of your movements until tlio 
English ambassador, Mr. Morior, informed 
me that the Germans were near Mars La 
Tour. This was not accurate, for there 
wore only a fow horsemen. 1 received 



this telogram through London on tho 
morning of tho 16th." These military

point out that the substance of the ease is 
impossible. The advanced cavalry of tho 
third Gorman army corps only reached 
the neighborhood of Mars La Tour on the 
evening of August loth, and no one in 
Gorman headquarters supposed that the 
French would bu found there. The Ger- 
man staff oxpected to lind the retreating 
French army further to the west, and had 
dirooted advanced troops upon a point 
many milos further in tho direction of 
Verdun. If, thorefore, an intelligent 
spy had had any moans of knowing what 
tho heads of the German column wero 
doing, in itself a most improbable hypo- 
thesis, ho would havo named, not Mars 
La Tour, but Thiancourt. 

THE ELECTION IN PAULS 

on January 27th, to fill a seat in the 
chamber of deputies, left vacant by the 
death of M. Hudo, creates intense inter- 
est in European political circles. Boulan- 
ger has been frequently challenged by his 
opponents to confront the voters of the 
capital, who, they claimed, were on 
their side. In 188(i, when min- 
ister of war, Boulangor was made 
involuntary candidate by the uioro enthus- 
iastic of liis supporters, in Paris, and 
though he refused to stand, he received 
over ;J8,000 votes. However, to win this 
election he will require about 15,000 votes, 
and it remains to be seen whether Paris 
contains so many enfranchised opponents, 
no merely of the existing government, 
but of the existing constitution. M. 
Rochofort, who is now a staunch sup- 
porter of the General, declared himself- 
convinced in advanoo that his leader will 
win, and win largely; but his conviction 
rests on rather a fantastic foundation. 
Tho Intraiusigeant of which ho is edi- 
tor, has a circulation, according to 
M. Rochforl, of j80,0()(), and that, says 
M. Rochfort, proves conclusively that the 
General has 180,000 supporters in Paris. 
If the Paris editor knows the politics of 
his readers, he is vastly better informed 
than his confreres in other countries. Jf 
the General wins, it will he less owing to 
any great movement in favor of Boulan- 
gor, or Boulangerism, than to the blun- 
lers which the supporters of the existing 
state of things in France are apt to make 
at critical moments. Boulangor began 
his campaign by promising amnesty to all 
banished princes, and now it is announ- 
ced that President Carnot, tho day after 
the election, will sign a decree abrogating 
the decreo of exile against tho Duo 
D'Aumale.

TILE DYNAMITE GUN. 



A Weapon Destined to Revolutionize 
Modern Warfare 



if It Can be Adopted by the Navies of the 
World-The First Trial of tho Gnu Proves 
a Failure, hut its Iuvontors, Confluent or 
Success.

New York, Jan. 19. — A counterpart of 
tho gun that is to arm the marvellous 
dynamite gunboat Vesuvius was tested to- 
day at Fort Lafayette, and thu results 
wero such as to compel the designers of 
tho machine to ask of tho authorities pre- 
sent another trial of efficiency. Thero 
wero present at the teBt soveral scientists 
and experts, many observers from the 
tug ordinance of Brooklyn, the ordinance 
department and the navy tug Nina. Many 

my and navy officers were also present. 
Tho arrangements for the firing of .tho 
formidable gun were completed on time, 
and exactly at 2:45 o'clock the first shot, 
which measured 10 inches in diameter 
and 30 inches long, was tired. It struck 
tho water at 2,000 yards, and 
foil 240 yards boyond the mark 
at which it was tired. It then 
took the manipulators of tho gun 43 min- 
utes to put tho machine again in order. 
Lieutenant Zaliuski superintended the re- 
loading. Three hundred pounds of ox- 
plosive gelatine, and 300 pounds of dyna- 
mite wero placed in the gun, and tho ex- 
plosive was bred, but it struck fully 300 
yards away from tho point it was expect- 
ed to striko. After the second failure ail 
further tests wore abandoned, but will be 
resumed next week. "Tho failutre of the 
gun, said Lieutenant Zaliuski, "was duo 
wholly to the want of steam power at the 
fort. There is only an engine of fifty 
horse-power, and we want a hundred 
horse-power engine to show what wonders 
tho dynamite gun can do.

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CA NA DA'S RESO URGES. 

Mr. Erastus Wiman litis contributed 
most interesting article on the Dominion 
of Canada to the North American Review, 
Though written principally for tho infor 
matioii of citizens of the United States, 
Canadians who wish to form a true esti 
mate of the value of their own country 
would do well to study it carefully. Mr, 
Wiman thinks it will surprise tho inhabi- 
tants of the United States to learn that 
thoir northern neighbor which very many 
of them look down upon with lofty con- 
tempt, possesses an extent of territory, if 
Alaska is excluded, greater than their 
own. The area of the United States prior 
to the purchase of Alaska, ho tells us, was 
3,036,000 square mites, while Canada 
stretches out to fill 3,470,000. Canada, 
he adds, in extent forms forty per cont 
of the whole British Empire. It may be 
thought that this is not a fair way of com- 
iii" at: a true estimate of the value of Can- 
ada to its inhabitants or to tho Empire 
generally, for a country is not valuable 
merely for its extent of surfuce but for 
the proportion of it which is capable of 
yielding products necessary for tho sus- 
tenance and comfort of man. It is goner- 
ally supposed that a very large part of 
Canada is wholly unproductive and will 
never contribute anything towards the 
aggregate wealth of the country. This 
objection is not nearly so strong as it ap 
pears at first sight. So late as thirty 
years ago very little was known of the 
capabilities of Canada. More than half 
of what: now constitutes tho Dominion 
was regarded as an inhospitable desort 
that was unfit for tho habitation of man. 
The vast region between tho Red 
River and the Rocky Mountains 
was thought to bu an irreclaimable 
wilderness, and British Columbia was con 
iridered a sea of mountains too barren and 
too distant from civilized countries ever to 
be of any value to the Empire. But it is 
now found that tho plains of the North- 
west are exceedingly fertile and capable 
ol supporting a largo population, and of 
contributing to tho BUpport of older and 
richer countries; and British Columbia 
has been found to possess great and varied 
resources which, whan developed, will 
make her one of the richest and most im- 
portant sections of North America. And 
who can predict what new sources of 
wealth Canada may be found to possess t 
She is just beginning to be known, and it 
is hard to toll what will bo tho estimate 
formed of her t hirty years hence. 

Mr. YViman's paper will do much to 
correct erroneous impressions formed of 
Canada by those who have derived what 
knowledge they have of her from persons 
almost as ignorant of her true condition 
and resources as they aro themselves. He 
takes a groat deal of pains to show thorn 
that the climate of Canada is no liar to 
her becoming wealthy, populous and 
powerful. Ho directs attention to the 
fact that tho parts of tho United States 
which most closely resemble Canada in 
climate, aro the parts which have develop- 
ed the fastest and become tho most popu- 
lous and influential. To show tho impor- 
tance of tho northern, and what are 
regarded as the cold parts of the continent, 
he informs his readers that the tonnage 
which passes through the SnultSte Marie 
(-'anal in seven months, is e<|tial to that 
which passes through tho Suez Canal in 
twelve months. Ho Bays : "Heroin tho 
northern part of North Ametioa, between 
two inland lakes, with only one shore of 
these developed, a commerce has bo«n 
created which oquals that between two 
oceans whose traffic is almost as old as 
the universe, and contributions to which 
are made from every clime.and country on 
tho globe." Mr. Wimatt shows vory 
clearly that Canada's climate is not such a 
drawback as many people consider it,"* if 
indeed it is a drawback at all. The 
country which yields lino crops of wheat 
is capable of producing nearly everything 
that in necessary for tho comfort of a 
large population. Where wheat grows 
other cereals flourish, vegetables of all 
kinds will grow, many fruits can ripun, 
cattle can be raised, and a fine race of 
mon reared. This is shown to bo the 
case in every province of Canada. The 
ground yields abundantly whore tho cul- 
tivation is at all skilful, and the men and 
women who aro brought upon tho toil 
nro the equals physically and intellectu- 
ally of any race that any country in the 
world call boast of. With agricultural 
advantages that few countries possess, 



oilier resources which cannot fail to make 
it rich and important. It has forests of 
immense oxtont, in which grow tho linest 
timber of many kinds. It has valuable 
fisheries on both sides of tho continent, 
and its immense lakes and its majestic riv- 
ers also abound in iish. Its mineral resour- 
ces can only as yet bo guessed at. 
Coal, iron and limestone tiro found at both 
extremities and in tho middle of the coun- 
try. Gold, silver, copper, nickol and 
other motels abound in various parts of 
it, and it contains tho richest deposits of 
Bait on tho continent. Mr. Wiman shows 
that Nature has been generous to this Do- 
minion, and that its inhabitants have 
availed themselves of her liberality to an 
extont of which the American pooplu have 
no conception. It ia, he shows, in its 
present condition a moat desirable coun- 
try and its prospects aro particularly 
bright. His object in giving such a glow- 
ing description of Canada it would at first 
sight appear to create in tho minds of tho 
American people a determination to pos- 
sess so goodly a land. Some of his re- 
marks lead to that conclusion, as for in- 
stance these : 

And now, having most inadequately sof 
fcrth some of tho plainly marked features 
of the greater half oS the North American 
continent, it remains to be asked : what 
destiny awaits it all / It is true that the 
statements made herein are nenrly all in 
the nature of surprises, but they take on 
this form mostly because of tho hitherto 
good-natured indifference of the people of 
tho United States in all that relates to 
Canada. But a change in this respect im- 
pends. Tho Canadian question forces it- 
self upon tho public mind for adjustment; 
and aside from serious complications, in- 
volving tho relations with a European 
power, whose navy is tho only menace 
this country may fear, the circumstances 
of the hour make it imperative that at last 
a policy must bo decided upon, continental 
in its character, and continental in its 
consequences. 

This policy is not annexation, as the Can- 
adian reader would, from the tone and 
language of the passage bo apt to suspect, 
but commercial union. He says what is 
very true, that a very large proportion of 
the people of Canada will not evonlisten to 
proposals of annexation, butjhe thinks that 
they might consent to some form of com- 
mercial union with the United States. 
As many Canadians believe that com- 
mercial union implies, or would certainly 
lead, to political union, Mr. Wiman 
may have gieater dilheulty in bringing 
Canadians round to his views than ho 
thinks. But whatever his intention was 
in writing tho paper on Canada for the 
North American Review, ho has done 
Canada good service in directing the at- 
tention of United States citizens to tho 
vast resources possessed by tho Dominion 
of Canada, and in assisting Canadians to 
form an adequate estimate of the great- 
ness of their own country. 



the province, instead of having iter 
anchored in front of the custom house, 
whore alio is neither useful norornamenUl. 
Tho work that alio could do would bo of 
very great benefit to the province, until a 
proper hydrographio survey of tho wdtolo 
const is made. Charts of tho northern 
coast have become a necessity, and there 
are none in existonco on w hich tho navi- 
gator can dopond. 

We earnestly hope that tho condition 
of the northern coast of British Colum- 
bia will engage the attention of the Min- 
ister of Marino and Fisheries. A vory 
little enquiry will convince him that tho 
welfare of tho province absolutely re- 
quires those improvements which make 
navigation safe, and with which the coast 
of the maritime provinces on tho other 
side of tho continent are bo liberally fur- 
nished. Ho should boar in mind that the 
Dominion has a Pacific coast as well us an 
Atlantic const, and that tho former is of 
quite as much importance to tho Domin- 
ion as the latter.

It is hard to say enough in praise of tho 
enterprise and tho public spirit of the 
Victoria merchants who, at their own risk 
and expense, aro doing what is necessary 
to establish and develop tho skil fishery 
These gentlemen are showing a spirit of 
self-reliance and independence which dons 
them infinite credit. They do not wait 
for the slow and tardy action of govern- 
ment to do what is necessary to place that 
fishery on a proper footing. They do 
their own prospecting and they seek a 
short and practicable route to tho fishing 
grounds through narrow channels which 
the government has neither buoyed nor 
lighted. It is seen in the account of C'apt. 
Meyers' voyage of discovery that he was 
forced to try a passage separating 
Moresby from Graham Island in 
which there was not a single buoy or 
beacon for his direction and guid- 
ance. That passage, supposed to be 
dangerous, tho plucky navigator found 
to be quite safe for craft drawing twelve 
feet of water. This discovery will be of 
the greatest uso to those who may here- 
after navigate those waters, for it will en- 
able them to makeatrip infourorfive hours 
which by the route heretofore followed 
might tako as ninny days of risky and tin 
pleasant sailing. It is not right that it 
should be left to private enterprise to 
make such discoveries as this. Tho risk 
which the captain of tho Cariboo Fly ran 
in attempting a passage hitherto consider- 
ed unnavigable was considerable, and if 
tho result had been other than it was and 
his vessel had cume to grief, who was to 
compensate the owners for the loss of 
time and for any damage that might ho 
done to the steamer ? It is clearly tho 
duty of the Dominion Government to 
explore all the channels and to make a 
complete survoy of all parts of the coast 
of the Province. 

Tho northern coast of British Columbia 
has been sadly neglected by the depart- 
ment of Marino and Fisheries. Al- 
though tho trade with tho north- 
ern coast settlements amounts to 
at least three-quarters of a million of 
dollars annually, and is rapidly increasing, 
yet for a distance of eight or nine hundred 
milo3, counting the side channels, there 
is on all that stretch of coast neither light, 
beacon nor buoy, to help the mariner. 
Many of the channels are narrow and in- 
tricate, and tho safety of the shipping of 
tho province urgently requires that they 
should be lighted and buoyed. The work 
would not be vory expensive. Capt. 
Meyer says that the erection of three or 
four day beacons in tho channel which 
ho explored would make it ipiito safe, and 
would save vessels Bailing from Skidegate 
to tho Saunders' fishing station, a voyage 
of four or five days. Buoys and lights on 
other parts of tho northern coast are equ- 
ally necessary, and would bo quite as 
serviceable. All tho aids to navigation on 
tho British Columbia coast should not 
bo confined to tho short distance between 
Victoria, Vancouver and Nanaimo. 

The navigator of to-day cannot afford 
to pursue his voyage after the leisurely 
maimer of tho old Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's steamers, which came to anchor 
almost ovory night in some snug harbor. 
Economical reasons require him to 
make all the expedition possible, 
and inako tho best use of ovory 
hour in the twenty-four. Wo would ask 
the Dominion authorities it it would not 
ho well to employ some of the time of the

Some six months ago tho town of Oska- 
loosa, which was going to tho dogs at a 
rapid rate, chose a matron for mayor, and 
a town council composed wholly of ladies. 
The citizens having tried a nude regime 
until they found it a failure voluntarily 
placed themselves under petticoat govern- 
ment. It is a little singular that tho wo- 
men of the town opposed tho change and 
that tho female ticket wiib elected by the 
votes of tho men. Many of the old civic 
politicians looked upon the female corpor- 
ation as a good joke on a big scale and ex- 
pected to bo amused at seeing the lady 
councillors make a muddle of the city's 
affairs. When the now council was in- 
augurated tho boys assembled from far 
and near to see the women make fools of 
themselves. They wore, however, badly 
disappointed. The mayor, whose name is 
Mrs. Lowman. made it sensible (wo had 
nearly written "manly") inaugural ad- 
dross recommending reforms which if car- 
ried out would not be exactly palatable to 
tho boys young and old. And the council 
did carry thorn out with a firm hand, per- 
fectly regardless whom they incon- 
venienced or whom they offended. Their 
first reform was to institute a stricter ob- 
servance of the Day of Rest. Ln Oska- 
lonsa the laws for keeping the Lord's Day 
holy wore more honored in tho breach 
than in the observance. Stores and 
stalls were open all day long and some of 
tho shopkeepers did business oil that day. 
Tho lady councillors compelled the keep- 
ers of livery stabloB, groceries, barber- 
shops and restaurauts, to cIobo thoir 
places of business. Kansas is a pro- 
hibition State, so there are rro hotel bars 
or saloons. The enforcement of tho 
law was no sham. Tho man or woman 
who violated the Sunday laws was hauled 
tl]) and remorselessly punished. There 
was no uso in going to law with tho corpo- 
ration. The ladies did not go be- 
yond their lawful powers, and 
the judges uphold them ill what 
they were doing. They next undertook 
to suppress all places of amusement whose 
tendencies were immoral. Tho proprie- 
tors of "fly by night" shows and enter- 
tainments of the broad variety sort were 
unliable to get licenses, so they had to 
shut uj) shop. Tho ladies looked well 
after the druggists and tiny of them caught 
selling whisky on tho sly soon found them- 
selves before the tribunal of ladieB, from 
whom they received no mercy. The lady 
Councillors would not accept railway pass- 
es and they compelled tho railways pass- 
ing through tho town to observe tho regu- 
lations as to speed. In fact their admin- 
istration ia described us strict but just. 
If the ladies aro a little narrow they are 
scrupulously honest. With regard to 
town improvements perfect impartiality 
is observed. Everyone has a fair show 
and a common councillor counts no more 
than an ordinary citizen ill the matter of 
platforms, drains, etc. Their administra- 
tion and authority has been eminently 
safe in a financial way. Taxes do not in- 
crease with the visible improvement and 
the advance in rod estate values. Tho 
regular meetings of the Council are 
marked by a dignity and decorum too of- 
ten lacking in the public boards of great- 
er cities. The members are well up in 
parliamentary tactics and Mayor bowman 
follows the lines pointed out by the auth- 
orities, no matter where they load or whom 
they may run over. The ladies have be- 
come apt debaters and aro quicker at re- 
partee and rejoinder than any of their 
predecessors in ollico. On tho whole, tho 
experiment tried in Oskaloosa has been 
eminently successful. The lady aldermen 
have proved careful, energetic, economic- 
al and in every way capable, lf they have 
been a little too Btrict in some directions 
their strictness has done no harm.

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METHODS OF COURTING. 

They Vary ConBiderabiy in Dif- 
ferent Part3 or the World. 



How tho Esquimaux nnd Australian Bush- 
men Capture Thole Brtdos — Tho 
Astatic Way— A Curious Cus- 
tom Observed In llulluiid. 

Among- the ancient Assyrians all mar- 
riageable young girls woio assembled at 
ono place, and tlio public crier put them up 
for sale one after tho other, says a writor 
in the Enoch. The money which was ro- 
coivod for those who were handsome, and 
consequently sold woll, was bestowod us a 
wedding portion on thoso who were plaL 
When the most beautiful hud been disposed 
of tho more ordinary looking cmca were 
offered Tor a certain sum, und allotted to 
those willing to take thorn. 

In ancient Greece tho lover was seldom 
favored with an opportunity of tolling his 
passion lo his mlotresa, and ho used to pub- 
lish it by Inscribing her name on tho wuKs, 
on the bark of the trees in tho public walks 
and upon the leaves of books. Ho would 
decorate the door of hor house with gar- 
lands, and make libations of wine before it. 
in tho mautior ttiat was practised in tho 
temple of Cupid. 

Accordingvto Dr. Hayes, courtship among 
tho Esquimaux lias not much tenderness 
about it. The match is made by the parents 
of the couple. Tha lover must go out and 
capture a polar bear as an evidence of his 
courage and st rongth. That accomplished, 
he snooks behind tho door of his sweet- 
heart's hoimo. and when she comes out ho 
pounces upon hor and trios to carry her to 
his abg-Bloclgo. She screams, bites, kicks 
and breaks away from him. He gives chuse, 
whereupon all the old women of the settle- 
ment rush out ami boat her with frozen 
strips of sealskin. She falls down exhausted, 
the lover lashes her to his sledge, whips up 
his dogs, dashes swiftly over tho frozen 
snow and the wedding is consummated. 

The Australian lover Is still more lacking 
ill tenderness, if tho statement made by 
Myers Doloy is truo. Tho lovor makes up 
his mind us to which woman shall be his 
bride, ami then hides iu the bushes in the 
vicinity of her dwelling. As soon us she 
comes near the spot where ho is concealed 
he knocks her down with a club, and carries 
her off before she cumos to. If ho does not 
get, hor tn his hut before she recovers, 
there is likely to be a lively fight in the 
bush, fur the Australian damsel is gener- 
ally a rigorous one, and may have reasons 
of Iter own for objeoting to his attentions. 
The lover may t hen be obliged to club her 
again, and as that is considered to be some- 
what of a reflection on tho ardor with which 
his earlier effort was made, he is apt to put 
as much soul and muscle into his first love 
pat as he can summon. 

Iu some parts of Asia tho question of a 
man's title to a bride must bo settled by a 
fierce light between the friends of tho con- 
tracting parties. If his forces aro victo- 
rious his sweetheart becomes his trophy. 
If her friends arc victorious ho must pay 
such price as the victors domand. All over 
that country some ceremony of violence or 
exhibition of physical power must precede 
a wedding. Home native tribes insist upon 
a foot race between the bride and bride- 
groom, to decide the question of marriage, 
and others require a long chuse on horse- 
back. In some sections of Asia the lover 
must carry off his bride on his back. If he 
roaches his hut with her there can bo no 
protest against the marriage; failing in 
that, ho must pay her parents for hoi- in 
cattle The willing bride makes no outcry; 
the unwilling bride arouses tho whole vil- 
lage, the residents of which try to rescue 
hor. 

In tho Isthmus of Darien either sex can 
do the courting, while in tho Ukraine, the 
girl generally attends to it. When 3he 
falls in lovo with a man she goes to his 
house and declares her passion. If ho de- 
clines to accept her she remains there, and 
his case becomes rather distressing. To 
turn her out would provoke her kindred to 
avenge the insult. Tho young fellow has 
no resort left him but to run away from 
homo until tho damsel is otherwise dis- 
posed of. 

A curious cu stom prevails in Oud Beior- 
land, Holland. October is the auspicious 
month, and on the first .Sunday (known as 
review day) the lads and lasses, attired in 
their best, promenade the village separate- 
ly, stare each other out of countenance, and 
then retire to make up their minds on the 
second Sunday, which is called decision 
day. The young men go up and pay their 
compliments to the fair ones of thoir 
choico, to learn if they arc regarded With 
favor. On the third Sunday, or day of pur- 
chase, tho swain is expected to snatch the 
pocket handkerchief of his adored one, and 
if she submits to it with good grace ho 
understands that his chances of winning 
her are Battering. Tho captured pledge is 
restored to tho fair owner on tho fourth 
Bunday, tho "Sunday of taking possession," 
and it rarely happens that the damsel re- 
fuses tho lover for whom she has indicated 
a preference. On the Sunday following the 
suitor, according to custom, chIIs at tho 
houso of his inamorata, where ho is asked 
to tea. If a piece of tho crust or a ginger- 
bread loaf is banded to him, there is noth- 
ing left for him but to retire. If, on tho 
other hand, tho parents offer tho young 
man a piece of the crumb, ho is allowed to 
come again and ho is udmitted into tho 
family. 

PINNED HER BARGAIN. 

A Woman Swallows u Merchant's Unit, but 
Cleverly Avoids the Hook. 

Thore is a good moving story which has 
just gained publicity regarding some rather 
prominent furniture-dealers in Chicago, 
says tho Herald of that city. Tho Arm al- 
luded to had a very elegant parlor set of 
solid mahogany and the llnost upholstering. 
It also had duplicates in veneered wood and 
cheap plush in the store-room. Tho costly 
outfit, which was worth about (200, was 
displayed in the window ami marked : "This 
elegant parlor suit only h'~7." Ono day a 
mild, meek-looking woman came in, exam- 
ined the furniture and invested. She took 
a receipt for her money, left hor iffldress, 
and was bowed out by the smiling salesman, 
who assured her that "the things would bo 
sent right over." In due lime the wagon 
arrived at the young woman's house ami 
bucked up in front of the door. 

"Hold on," said the purchaser, "don't un- 
load yet." 

Then she climbed on tho van and made a 
very peculiar examination of the load. At 
last sho said to tho driver and his assistant:

CHALLENGED TO FIGHT. 

\n Unpublished Itomanco in tho Late 
Banker Corcoran'* Career. 
Fow know or remember, perhaps, that tho 
deceased Washington philanthropist, Mr. 
W. W. Corcoran, once in his lifo had been 
challenged to a duel, says the New York 

Tr/cr/y.un. Strange us it may seem, this in- 
offensive, prudent, benevolent and wealthy 
banker was called upon to lighl with 
deadly weapons according to the dueling- 
codu. 

While duels take place sometimes be- 
tween hotspur politicians and thoso La 
high public station, professional men, or 
others who assume to bo gentlemen, they 
are almost unknown among tho class of 
poople engaged in banking and large busi- 
ness transaction's to which Mr. Corcoran bo- 
longed. 

Hut tho challenger was of a different 
class. He was a proud young Spaniard, 
holding an official position in this country 
for his Government, who imagined he was 
bound t» maintain the dignity of his name, 
character and station by demanding satis- 
faction at the point of tho sword or mouth 
of tho pistol for having been roughly treat- 
ed and humiliated by Mr. Corcoran. 

This gentleman was Mr 
Secretary of tho Spanish Ec 
ington at tho time Mr. Ta 
Isterand while Mr. Kucha 
dent of tho United State: 
Spanish Minister at Washington, Benor 
Don Emilio do Murnugn, presumably is the 
same person, for he has in lull the sumo 
name. 

In the circumstances which led to the 
challenge and in subsequent events con- 
cerning thoso who wero connected with the 
difficulty there is a story as interesting as 
a romance. 

Mr. Corcoran hail a daughter, an only 
child, who had just reached tho ago of wom- 
anhood. He being rich, t her., was no heir- 
ess in tho country I hen. probably, wil h I ho 
prospect of inheriting a larger fortune than 
Mi -,<% Corcoran. She had boon brought up 
with great care, and had all the advantngi s 
that wealth could brin;, r in ayotiuglady 
under rather stliot though tlffocfionate 
guardianship. 

Being delicate, her father deemed it pru- 
dent not to overtax hor with study, hence, 
while she was well educated, she was noj 
remarkable for accomplishments or Intel- 
lectual ability. She was, however, a sen- 
sible, good,' gotltlo and swoet-huturcd young 
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r father, in his great lov< 
?d to be ovorcareful and n 
she saw little society exec 
■taiued at their residence, 
iforo, was too much like that of a re- 
cluse. For the bonollt .>;' her health she 
was accustomed to ride horseback ah up t lie 
mads outside of the city, and, whether 
friends were with her or not, she was at- 
tended by a groom. 

Mr. Murnaga, who was a good-looking and 
an accomplished little fellow, and always 
well dressed, used to ri le in the same di- 
rection as Miss Corcoran. 'By semi- means, 
whether in regular form or not. he became 
acquainted with her, ami t his acquaintance 
ripened into love in tho young lady, at least, 
for she admitted Murnaga to stolou «• secret 
interviews, which she would hardly bave 
done had sho not been fond of him. 

Miss Corcoran evidently was afraid in let 
her father know sho had a lover, particu- 
larly as the gentleman was a foreigner and 
held no higher position than that of Secre- 
tary of Legation. Tho residence of tho 
Spanish Minister, where Mr. Murnaga 
lived, was on a street near that of Mr. Cor- 
coran, and, therefore, convenient, I'm- tho 
lov«rs to meet when the way was clear. 

When Mr. Corcoran was supposed to be 
safely away from home Miss Corcoran re- 
ceived Mr. Murnaga in her drawing-room 
or parlor. How often these stolen meetings 
were repeated is not known. At last Mr. 
Corcoran heard of them and determined at 
once to break tho acquaintance of his daugh- 
ter with the Spaniard. 

One of the most prominent public men in 
the country at that time was Jesse Bright, 
United States Senator from Indi 
was a particular friend of Mr. Ci 
him, therefore, the angry bank 
advice. Having a trusty informer, a plan 
was devised to pounce upon the unsuspect- 
ing lovers at the tune the Spanish Secre- 
tary might be in tho house of Mr. Corcoran. 

Tho opportunity soon came, and Mr. Cor- 
coran, accompanied by Senator Bright, re- 
turned homo unexpectedly. In terror Hiss 
Corcoran urged Murnaga to hide himself 
under tho piano. Hut her father knew he 
was in the house, and, after searching a few 
minutes, dragged him from Ins hiding-place 
und hustled him out of the house in a rough 
manner. 

This was humiliating, of course, to a proud 
Spaniard, and Mr. Murnaga, after consult- 
ing with friends, sent a challenge to Mr. 
Corcoran. Among these friends was one 
who visited and dined frequently with tho 
Spanish Minister, Tins was Mr. John 
Eustis, a Representative in Congress from 
Louisiana, and a refined, charming ami 
handsome gentleman, who hud hardly 
reached the middle age of life. Had a duel 
been fought he probably would bave partici- 
pated as a second of Murnaga or a witness. 

To tho friends of Mr. Corcoran, as well as 
to that gentleman himself, no doubt, tho 
idea of accepting a challenge to fight a duel 
under the circumstances appeared absurd. 
In fact, tho thought of this venerable and 
benevolent man of sixty years of age fight- 
ing a duel under any circumstances could 
not be entertained for a moment. 

It was understood that Mr. Murnaga and 
Miss Corcoran never saw each other after 
this distressing and abrupt cheek to their 
courtship. An intimation was mode in- 
formally und kindly to the Spanish Minister 
und his Government, either by Mr. Buchan- 
an or some others in high station, that it 
might be well to remove Mr. Murnaga to 
another post, and notlongafler that gentle- 
man left the United States. Possibly ho 
might himsolf have asked to be removed. 
Certainly he was not disgraced in the eyes 
of his Government for what had occurred 
in Washington. 

The curious sequel to this story is that Mr. 
John Eustis, Murnaga's friend, and who 
might have been Murnaga's second had 
there been a duel, subsequently i -our tod 
Miss Corcoran himself and married her. 
The Eustis children, offspring of this mar- 
riage, both parents being dead, now inherit 
the vast wealth of their grandfather, Cor- 
coran.

American Flag 1 , 



Destroy American Property and Wonnd an 
American Oltlieh— Taa Trouble was the 
Outcome of a Battle with the Natives in 
Which the Germans Sulfered Defeat. 



ISpeclal to Tine Colonist. 

San Francisco, Jan. 19. — The steamer 
Alameda from Sydney this morning brings 
details of a battle in Samoa on December 
18th in which tho Gormans suffered a 
severe loss. The captain of the Gorman 
corvette Olga stated to tho captains of 
the British and American war ships in 
Africa his intention of going to Salnafatn 
for the purpose of terminating in a peace- 
ful manner the war between Kings Matafa 
and Tamassoso, tho pretender. Eighty 
soldiers from the Olga accompanied 
by a number of Tamassose men wero 
landed and marched inland to moot 
Matafa. Matafa retired further inland 
at their approach. Tho Germans 
followed up and tired into Matafa's forces, 
killing the young bou of a chief. Tho 
chief became excited and was only pre- 
vented by his own peoplo from returning 
the lire; but while struggling against their 
efforts ho was shot dead himself. Mata- 
fa's men could not stand this, and by a 
common impulse they shot at their assail 
ants. The lirst volley killed six Germans 
and wounded others. Tho Germans then 
retreated and fifty of them were killed and 
wounded. 

Two days after tho defeat of the Ger- 
mans, tho latter attacked one of Matafa's 
villages, carrying destruction right and 
left. Ill the village were three houses 
owned by an American named Hamilton, 
who had the American Hag flying from 
each house. Tho Germans lired at 
them, riddling thoni with bullets, 
and then sot fire to the houses. 
The remains of the Mags were recovered 
and will be sent to Washington as eviden- 
ces of the German outrages. One day later 
the Germans had a wild debauch in Ana. 
About 200 sailors and marines got drunk 
and charged through the town, doing all 
sorts of wanton damage. Thoy destroyed 
a lot of houses owned by Americans and 
slabbed an American named Snyder. 
After Dec. 28th the Germans evidently 
began to fear -that Matarafa would make 
an agressivo fight, for they became very 
careful and the men were not allowed to 
conic on shore. 

LOSS OF THE .JOHN BKYCE. 

Awful Experience of the Crew of an American 
Shin -Seven DayJ In nn Open Hoat— Tlic 
Captain Severely Injured. 

IBpoclal to Tim Colonist. 
San Francisco, Jan. 18. — Tho steamer 
Alameda arrived in port to-day with Capt. 
Murphy and nineteen of the crew of the 
American ship John Bryce, lumber laden, 
from Port Ludlow to Melbourne, which 
was wrecked during a hurticane on Dec. 
7th. One of the crew was drowned. The 
remainder aftor being seven days in an 
open boat landed on one of the Navigator 
islands where they wore found by the 
Alameda. The hurricane came on on Dec. 
7th, and on the morning of the 8th the 
ship was waterlogged. Two hours before 
the wreck was complete, a great wave 
swept over her, carrying Martin Nelson, 
a seai-an, overboard, and throwing Capt. 
Murphy to the deck, breaking seven of 
his ribs. When the weather had moder- 
ated, only one boat, was launched and all 
hands entered it. On the 15th, a landing 
was effected at Manan, one of tlieSainoan 
group. Tho John Bryce was '_'0 years old 
and was valued at 950,000.

— Through a pro- 
position made to the local board of work- 
house directors by li. C. Corner, of Co- 
lumbus, it, is learned that a trust will be 
formed to control the sale of all common 
or prison made brushes in America. Cor- 
nor oilers to take the entire product of 
the workhouse and tho houso of correction 
and pay $21,000 a year over tho present 
cost of production. The Corner trust al- 
ready manufactures §15,000 worth of 
common brushes per year, and tho insti- 
tutions controlled by it are the Albany 
penitentiary, the Philadelphia houso of 
refuge, the Eastern Pennsylvania peni- 
tentiary, tho house of refugo of Mergan- 
soa, Pennsylvania, tho boys' industrial 
school of Lancaster, Ohio, and the St. 
Louis workhouse The tru3t also controls 
largo works, employing frou labor, in El- 
mira and Now York. 

Transportation of foal. 

Cashinoton, Jan, 19. — Hearing in the 
case of Coxo Bros, against tho Lehigh 
Valley Railway, envolving proper classi- 
fication and reasonable charges on anthra- 
cite and bituminous coal, caino up before 
tho interstate commission to-day, but was 
postponed until February next. The 
commission ordered tho postponement in 
order to afford an opportunity to certain 
othor roads especially interested in the 
case by reason of tho coal that thoy aro 
engaged in the transportation of, and 
which charge practically tho same as those 
of tho Lehigh Valley road, to join in tho 
defence whon the case comes up next 
month. 

War Vessel Quarantined. 

Washington, Jan. If). — A telegram was 
received at the stato department to-day 
from tho United States consul at Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, dated yesterday, stating 
that the U.S.S. Ossipeo was quarantined 
outside of the harbor of that port.

The Villeparil bank at Hull, across tho 
river from Ottawa, Out., was robbed of 
§7,000 on Tuesday, by a man, whoso con- 
federate, a little girl, called the cashier 
away momentarily by saying a priost out' 
sido wanted to see him. There is no clue 
to either the man or girl. 

A papal legate, who arrived at the Car- 
thusian monastery on Monday, has en 
joined the monks not to accept tho offer 
of the London firm to purchase the secret 
of the manufacture of chartreuse, remind 
ing them that the Carthusian statutes for- 
bid trading. 

Lord Stanley of Preston arrived in 
Montreal on Thursday from Ottawa. In 
tho afternoon he attended tho annual 
meeting of the Canadian Society of Civil 
Engineers, and delivered a short address. 
In the evening he attended a conversa- 
zione at the museum of McGill's Univer- 
sity. 

The Northwest is experiencing severo 
weather. Heavy snow has fallen through- 
out Dakota and Minnesota and a strong 
wind is drifting it badly. Thero will bo 
bad delays in all kinds of transportation. 
Grand Porks reports a blizzard with snow 
a foot deep. The thermometer is at zero 
at Watertown and going down lower. 

At Toronto, Hon. A. S. Hardy has 
been sworn in as commissioner of Crown 
Lands and J. M. Gibson, M. P. P., of 
Hamilton, was sworn in as provincial sec- 
retary. Hon. Mr. Pardee was forced to 
rjsign the crown lands eommissionship 
owing to bis continued ill health. Tho 
appointment of Gibson to a cabinet port- 
folio is a most popular one. 

London, .Ian. 18. — Sir John Kirk 
started for Zanzibar yesterday, ostensibly 
for tho benefit of his health. It is under- 
stood, however, ho is really entrusted 
with a special mission to endeavor to 
effect a settlement of tho difficulties in 
that country, and it is intimated that his 
instructions authorize him to accept any 
assistance to that end from the German 
officers, not incompatible with British 
freedom of action. 

London, Jon. 17. — Sir Chaales Tapper's 
hopeful references at the banquet last 
night to the American Minister at the 
Fishermonger's hall excited much inter- 
est. Tho public opinion so far as ma- 
tured on the Biibjeot seems to bu with Sir 
Charlos Tupperin bis declaration that tho 
treaty of 1888 will form the basis of a fair 
and honorable settlement of the question, 
Tho St. James Our.ette says to-night that 
Englishmen are agreed that tho two peo- 
plo aro friendly at heart and each is 
proud of the other's greatness. 

LONDON, Jan. 18. — A movement is on 
foot to induce the Imperial Government 
to make the proposed China and Japan 
mail service from Vancouver a fortnightly 
instead of a monthly one. There is a 
strong opinion entertained among soma 
members of parliament that the Imperial 
recognition should not stop at the annual 
subsidy of £45,000 already promised, but 
that it could bo inado really efficient by 
establishing a first-class fortnightly ser- 
vice as originally proposed. The move- 
ment lias, of course, to overcome tho 
strong, economic scruples of the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer. 

Tho funeral of Mrs. Jay Gould was con- 
ducted quietly aB possible. The body lay 
in tho 'front parlor in a plain black cloth- 
covered casket with unique silver handles. 
Flowers were scattered over tho lid. Tho 
attendance at the services was not large. 
Jay Gould remained with tho family in 
one of tho recesses of tho stairway just 
above irhere the services were conducted. 
Tho choir sang "Asleep in Jesus;" Rev. 
Dr. John R. Paxton read tho Episcopal 
service for the dead, Rov. John R. Turys 
offered prayer and tho services wore con- 
cluded with a hymn. An hour after tho 
services the remains were taken to Wood- 
lawn oometry for interment, accompanied 
by relatives.
